Porrraxn, Sept. 18, —The dlection was very
quiet and the vote probably smaller than lnst
year, bul the gtrength of the puarties Is relatively
the same. The temperance ticket takes off loss
than ten per cent. of the Hepublican vote in
places heard from, which will not be enongh to
defeat an election by the peopla,

Portraxp, Sept. 15.—The Btate election
puesed off very quictly and but little interest
was felt. The vote was small, and the returos
came in slowly. Fourteen towns give Chamber-
Infn, 5500 Smith, 3178 Hiteliborn, 061, Last
yvoeur the came towns gove Chamberlain, 80601 and
Pillsbury, 5582, Bangor, Augusta, Belfast, Rock-
land, and Lewiston all give reduced Republican

majorities. Biddeford glves n Democratic ma-
jority. X
AvavsTa, Sept. 18=9 T. M.—Beventy-six

clties and towns give Chanberlain, 19,167, Smith,
13,642; Hitehborn, 2005, Chamberlain’s ma-
jority, 8462. The same towns last year gave
Chamberlain, 31,083, and Pillshury, 21,317, 'This
ratio, if maintained, shows n votal of 85,000, and
Chamberlain's election by 6000 majority. Hitch-
born's vote will not exceed G000,

Porrraxp, September 13 —Midnight.—One
hundred towns give Chamberlain, 23,752; Smith,
16,850, and IHitwhborn 2 Last year these
towns gave Chamberluin, 57,076 and Pillsbury,
20,401, Chamberlain's wmajority this year is
4497, against 10,0672 o these towns over Pills-
bury last year, This is almost halfl the Btate,
and indicates a total vote of 88,000, of which
Chamberlnin should have 48,000, Smith, 35,000,
and Hitechborn, 5000, Bo Chamberlain’s ma-
jority ghould be about 8000 over all others,
ugninst 19,268 last year. _

The total vote last year was 131,782, The Re-
publicans carried fifteen of the counties. This
vear they lose one or two more, They probatly
elect 27 of 81 Senators, although on account of
the split ticket therc may be no cholce In a few
enses, a8 It requires a mujority to eleet inthe case
of Benntors. The Republicans lose a number of

Representatives on account of the Hitchborn
vote. 8o far as heard from the Hitchborn party
have clected no candidate.
